Wireless Telegraphy in the 
Army and Navy. 

Among the many experts who were 
present upon the "Grande Dnchasse” 
daring the yacht races to watch the 
operation of the Marconi system of 
wireless telegraphy (described and il 
lustrated in onr last issue) were repre 
sentstives of Ihe United States army 
and navy, and preparations are now 
being made lor giving the system a 
practical teat by both arms of the ser- 
vice. We understand that the signal 
corps of the army is about to carry out 
a series of experiments in Washington 
in connection with the new automo- 
biles which were recently built (or the 
War Department. The experiments 
are to be made in the country around 
Fort Myer. An automobile wagon 
equipped with a set of Marconi send 
log end receiving apparatus will be 
dispatched several miles Irom the lort, 
and when it reaches its destination it 
will send a beloon into the air which 
will carry a vertical wire to the prop- 
er height corresponding with the dis 
lance over which tbe messages are to 
be sent. Another set of apparatus 
with a vertical wite will be installed 
on an automobile, which will be sta- 
tioned at the fort. 

The naval experiments are to be 
carried out between the battleship 
"Massachusetts" and the armored 
cruiser "New York," both ol which 
will be fitted with a vertical wire 
reaching from the masthead to a suit- 
able operating room below, tbe In 
stallation being exactly similar to that 
described in onr last iaane. It is pro- 
posed to make these experiments very 
exhaustive, and an attempt will be 
made to duplicate and even exceed the 
performance ol Mr. Marconi, who re- 
cently communicated between British 
warship* engaged in the late antumn 
maneuver* which were at the time 
eighty miles distant from one another. 
—Scientific American.

Transvaal Situation. 

A few summarized statements may 
be given here in connection with the 
general sitnation: 

I. That a paramount position in 
South Afiica, as well as the possession 
of Cape Town, waa necessarily involv- 
ed In the retention of tbe conquered 
Dutch settlements in 1815 and in the 
responsibilities which soon came to 
England for tbe welfare of millions of 
natives. 

It. That the Dutch farmer, from the 
earliest days, while loving independ- 
ence in tbe form of complete power to 
do aa be liked with hlschattela— native 
slaves or servants — knew nothiog, 
and in the Transvaal knows less to- 
day, of what real liberty means. 

III. That the famous treks of the 
Boers into far away regions were dic- 
tated not by love of liberty, bnt by 
love ol slavery, not by hatred ol op- 
pression, but by dislike of restrictions 
imposed upon their oppression of in- 
ferior races. Their treks resembled 
more the Mormon jonroey Irom Illi- 
nois to Utah in American history— the 
"peculiar institution" in tbe one case 
being slavery, and in the other poly- 
gamy. 

IV. That no resemblance exists be- 
tween the Dutch and the English re- 
lationship in the Transvaal and the 
French and the English relationship 
in Canada. In Canada perfect equali- 
ty exists between lhe races; in Cape 
Colony and in Natal perfect equality 
exists, or did exist until the Dutch 
latterly obtained the upper hand; in 
the Transvoal alone it has not existed 
for many years. 

V. That the British position in 
South Africa has been from the earli- 
est days one of continuous conflict, 
owing largely to the hostilities aroused 
by the Boers among the natives; that 
the former have been systematically 
cruel in their treatment ol the natives 
and harsh in their conduct toward 
missionaries; and that the bitter com- 
plaints ol missionaries in this connec- 
tion are to this day the source of sor- 
row to English philanthropists and of 
regret to Exeter Hall. 

VI. That, apart from tbe Boers, tbe 
troubles in South Africa during many 
years past have been increased, and 
in more than one caae caused, by the 
spirit ol Irresolution Introduced from 
1850 to 1870 into imperial councils by 
Ihe Manchester School oi politicians, 
and from the early seventies onward 
by men who, though more generally 
patriotic in their views, were still un- 
able to grasp at once the difficulties 
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and necessities of imperial adminis- 
tration and responsibility. 

VII. That the presence of the great 
native population in the Tranakei ter- 
ritories, in Znluland, Pondoland, 
Mashonalsnd, MatnbMBhd, Bechu- 
analand, Griqnaland, raBfoland, etc., 
have not only introduced a disturbing 
element Into all the history ol these 
regions, bnt must be gravely consid- 
ered In mattera wherein general Brit- 
ish supremacy ia Involved. Great aa 
has been the trouble in the past canaed 
by Boer agression upon the natives, 

J it la compensated ior now by the prob- 
ability, though not certainty, that the 
' most of them will in the present war 
remain in a passive and neutral con- 
dition. 

VIII. That if Great Britain had been 
anxious to grab territory, aa too many 
American paper* allege, and as the 
Americans may be aaid to have proved 
themselves to be In tbe Philippines, 
she would have accepted the original 
wish of the Orange Free State to re- 
main nnder the British fi rg ; wonld 
have tor once and all crashed the 
Transvaal in 1880, when there were 
only six or seven thousand fighting 
Boers available ; and would certainly 
have bought Delagoa Bay when she 
waa given the now much-desired op- 
portunity under the earlier colonial 
administration of Lord Carnarvon. 

IX. That the real crisis for some 
time past was not in the threatsflM||jL 
contumacy ol the Transvaal, bnt fW 
the underground combination which 
President Kruger has so akillully 

I worked ont, by menna of the Afrikan- 
der Bund, amongst the Cape Dutch 
and Dutch of the two Republics. 

X. That tbedoctrine of equal rights 
throughout South Africa lor Dutch 
and English, enunciated and insisted 
upon by Mr. Chamberlaiu,shonld have 
the approval ol the whole Empire and 
oi all English-speaking peoples — "A 
British View ol the Transvaal Ques- 
tion," by J. Castell Hopkins in ths 
December Forum.

The world's eye is turn- 
ed toward America in wonder. What 
will be the nature ot her colonial pol- 
icy, ia of great concern to all nations. 
One thing may be relied upon as cer- 
tain. That is all the subjects having 
fallen into her possession by reasou ot 
the receut Spanish war will be dealt 
with iu an American manner. No 
Spanish outrages will be enforced upon 
them, but instead ot the tyranuical 
tule of Spanish sovereignty the Amer- 
ican system of fair dealing aud justice 
will be meted out to them. 

The fighting strength ot Uncle 
Sum's army has been more than treb- 
bled within the last year. His victo- 
ri us boys in blue have carried his 
banner with triumphant victories from 
the capitol at Washington to Mauiia 
harbor, the summit ot Saa Juan hill, 
Cuba, to the island of Puerto Rico, 
and are now scouting the island ol 
Luzou tor Aguinaldo that they may 
be enabled to plant the stars and 
stripes upon the ruins of the Filipiuo 
government. Thu band ot warriors 
have marched with but little difficulty 
to the most remarkable victories rec- 
orded in history. These marvelous 



victories are due in a great measure 
to the proficiency of the soldiers and 
officers.

483 men are iu the Philippines,- 334 
officeis and 10,706 men are in Cuba, 
87 officers and 2,805 men are station- 
ed in Puerto Rico, Hawaii has 13 offi- 
cers aDd 453 men, while there are 
stationed throughout the United 
States 910 officers and 17,317 men. 
While the army of the United Slatee 
is small, comparatively speaking, yet 
it is one of the most formidable armies 
ever marshaled on a field for battle. 
The nation is justly proud of its army 
and tbe respect of all the w jrld has 
b-en won within the past year. For- 
eign natione have ceased talking about 
the inefficiency of America’s fighting 
strength. The praise and laudation 
from all nations come alike to the 
American arms. 

Kentucky s Future. 

The next ten days will be a most re- 
markable period ia Kentucky’s his- 
tory. la a large measure Kentucky's 
t stare tor peace and prosperity, or 
tor war and business stagnation, de- 
pends upon the course events may 
take in this brief period. Ordinarily, 
when men are defeated, by tbe will ol 
the people, in their efforts to climb 
the ladder of fame, they submit to the 
will of the people, aud make tbe pub- 
lic aware of the fact by a public ac- 
knowledgment to that effect, but these 
are extraordinary times. Men, un- 
precedented in their determination to 
overthrow the will ot tbe whole people 
are to be dealt with in a manner dif- 
ferent from all precedents. Messrs. 
Goebel and Blackburn, the fountain- 
beads of corruption and fraud, have 
' declined the lot assigned them by des- 
tiny, they have refused to obey the 
laws, which govern honorable men. 
They have tested the actions of Dem- 
ocratic election officers before Demo- 
cratic courts, aud they have been 
turned down. Yet their mania for 
office carries them yet further to the 
most daring deeds tit tbe desperate 
politicians.

It 
bas uever occurred to us that suffrage 
rhould be extended to woman ; her 
sphere is nob'er and more sacred than 
delving in politics, but men of Ken- 
tucky are very much iu ueed of a de- 
liverer, and there is ao deliverer in 
sight save the noble womanhood ot 
the State. Woniau has graced every 
sphere iu which she lias been permit- 
ted to enter. Why not allow her to 
come to mau’s rescue in Kentucky and 
deliver the State from despots and 
despotism? 

Gov. Bradley Should be Praised 

Just now Gov. Bradley is receiving 
the condemnation of the Goebel s.tp 
porters only. For what purpose? For 
calling out tbe militia and intimidat- 
ing the voters in Louisville? Not at 
all, for the militia was not called out 
until the last vote had been cast three 
hours, aud theu when the soldiers ap- 
peared upon the streets of the city of 
Louisville at 7 o’clock in the evening, 
it was by the order of ao honorable 
Goebel man, Judge Toney.

In 
these circumstances we bold it to be 
our duty to inquire directly of you 
whether or not there is any truth or 
semblance of truth ia the reports to 
which we herein call your attention.

“State Board of Election Commis- 
sioners.” 

THE governor’s ANSWER. 

The following letter, addressed to 
the board, was delivered by Governor 
Bradley in person: 

“Gentlemen: I regret very much 
your for one moment should have be- 
lieved tbe malicious lie that has been 
circulated, and of which you speak. I 
have absolutely become worried by 
contradicting the lies of a portion of 
the press. You should kaow me well 
enough to kaow that ldo not resort to 
auy such clandestine methods, ami es- 
pecially you should know that the re- 
port is false, iu view of tbe fact that I 
waited upon the chairman of your 
board on yesterday mo: oing and of- 
fered, if he desired, to exclude all per- 
sona except those who had business ia 
the departments from the building. 
Any statement that any man or set of 
men have been brought here with my 
knowledge, conseut or approval to 
stand by with a viewot overawing the 
board is a malicious lie. I have 
brought uo man here tor any purpose, 
and no man here by my order. I see 
it stated in tbe papers that certain 
members of the 8 tate guard are here 
iu citizens’ clothes. I have seen sev- 
eral officers here, but they are here 
individually, aud oot as members of 
that organization, and without any 
connivance no my part. Instead ot 
intimidation, I am ready at all times 
to protect every officer of the law in 
the discharge of his sworn duty. 

»W. O. Bradley.” 

Id handing this letter to Chairman 
Pryor, Governor Bradley said: 

“Can I interrupt your board for a 
moment? I want to make a public 
statement. I received your cpinmuui- 
cation a few ui mutes ago. I was a 



little busy at tbe time, and my atten- 
tion was not called to it until Just a 
moment ago, and I answered it atoore. 
I not only want to answer it in writ- 
ing, hut I want to make a statement 
for the benefit of the lying correspond- 
ents that are purposely misrepresent- 
ing me.” 

HARGIS BNl’BRED.

Governor Bradley — Ido. It is about 
the presence of soldiers. 

Hargis — Then I have no objections. 

Governor Bradley — I don’t care if 
you do object (to Hargis), I want to 
say there are oo soldier* here. There 
are some officers here who have coiue 
here on individual husiueaa, but not in 
uoiform. No soldier it here, no citi- 
zen is here by my older. I do not do 
things that way. 1 want to say, Mr. 
Chairman, that I came to you y ester 
day ou seeing this crowd here, and I 
said to you that if you wanted this 
crowd excluded from this building I 
would do ao.

Governor Bradley— I say to you that 
no officer shall be intimidated in tbe 
discharge of bit sworn duly as long at 
I am Governor of tbit State, and any 
man who intimate that I have called 
soldiers here or have called anybody 
here lies. That ia all I have to say to 
the board. 

Judge Pryor — We thought it was 
due to us and just to you that you 
ahould be notified of tbe fact that was 
suggested. 

Governor Bradley — And I am ree- 
punsible for it in here and out of here. 

CHAUMONT, KY. 

Dec. 6. — Chaumont is situated on 
the Glasgow Junction and Mammoth 
Cave railroad, and in tbe midst of a 
country remarkable alike lor its ater 
ile hills and fertile valleys. For miles 
a rock crowned hill will trend along 
and cast its shadow over the valley be 
low; the hill a worthless waste; the 
valley as fertile as the lower Nile. It 
will doubtless surprise some people In 
Ohlocounty to learn that many larms 
and large farms too, in Edmonson 
county, sell for $50 an acre. No doubt 
the lact that the main line of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad runs 
through tbis section of the county ac 
counts largely lor high land values — 
and by the way I waa much surprised 
— politically speaking — to find the 
people here expressing a friendly feel 
ing for the L- & N. railroad. But I 
did not start out to write up the Agri- 
cultural or railroad interests ol this 
strange country, but to say something 
of its cliffs, its caverns aud its cata 
racts. The general trend ot the moan 
tains is from east to west and they 
range in height from one hundred to 
four hundred leet. The south aides of 
these mountains are usually precipi- 
tous and can only be ascended by one 
on foot and then with great difficulty. 
Here and there a serpentine wagon 
road has been hewn out oi the almost 
solid rock up the mountain side. For 
many miles those rocky bills separated 
by deep and narrow canons defy the 
agriculturist, but just beyond them, 
as beautiful as a kings garden, stretches 
away a score of square miles of level 
and fertile farm land over which the 
hoary hill tops have cast their shad- 
ows lor a hundred centuries. 

Here and there among these hills 
some msjeatic peak in lofty pride has 
raised its head above the rest and it is 
prouder still because tbe cedar and the 
pine have clustered theie a crown ol 
green to woo and charm the passer by. 
In the winter lime these hooded peaks 
contrast sharply with the leafless oaks 
and lifeless rocks below. I stood on 
one of tbe mountain topa Sunday 
morning and with one sweep of the 
glass saw a town in each of the coun- 
ties of Barren, Warren, Hart and Ed- 
monson, and it is said that nowhere 
else in Kentucky can so many towns 
in so many counties be seen from a 
given point. While tbis section ol 
Edmonson county may not outdo the 
other counties named in cliffs and val- 
leys it is withont a peer for sinks and 
caves The Mammoth Cave ia un- 
doubtedly the moat spectacular snb- 
terraneous passage In America, bnt 
there are scores of other underground 
avenues here of exciting interest, and 
Irom one of which a petrified human 
being was taken some year* ago aod 
which may now be seen at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Proctor who owns the 
Grand Avenue Cave. But of the caves 
when I've seen more of them. In 
company with the Higginbotham 
brothers, to whom I am indebted lor 
many courtesies during my stay here, 
I visited the maelstrom where a beau- 
tiful stream of sparkling water gushes 
from the foot of a cliff which has a 
perpendicular elevation of fifty leet 
The little stream, tweuty yards from its 
birthplace, ia made to turns a great 
overshot water wheel thitty feet in di 
« meter, a little below which it lorma 
a beautiful cataract making a sheer 
leap of forty feet to the rocks below 
where it murmurs a soft faiewell and 
sinks into tbe earth again like the 
babe that breathes one mortal breath 
and returns to its element of clay. 
Into this rock walled valley we cau- 
tiously climed. for a slip ol tbe loot 
meant a crash to tbe pitiless rocks at 
the awful depth below. 

The principal depth ol this valley 
ia about one hundred feet iu length, 
the width at the bottom ia naught, 
and on either aide and at either end 
■iaea a bold precipitous cliff to the 
height of a hundred aod fifty feet. 
At the southern end rise* pcrpcodlcu-

Nov 20 — As I am an Ohio county 
boy, I will try and give you and my 
Hartford friends an idea ol what It la 
to be an American soldier in tbe 
Philipincs. 1 assure you it isn’t as 
bad aa I expected before I atri.-.d 
here, altbongb it ian't fun; we enjoy 
ourselves to some extent. 

We are at present about filtv miles 
from Manila on the only railroad oo 
the Island and our regiment, the 9th 
Inft. is on the firing line with the 
lath and 17th Inlt. , and two batteries 
of Light Artillery and E troop 4th 
Cavalry with Gen. Joe Wheeler in 
command. We had a light engage 
meat on the 12th of this month and 
continued for tbodt three hours, but 
without eflect except the alight 
wounding of two men On the 16th 
we were not so fortunate, The In- 
surgents made an attack about one 
o'clock at night aod we were imme- 
diately called out. Tbe Insurgents [ 
bed several pieces of artillery, snd , 
one , pound Revolving Hotchkiss j 
Rapid fire captured by Agiea army I 
from one of onr small gun boats some ! 
time ego. The attack continued on 
onr lelt and (root lor about three houia 
when A g lea follower* tried to fltnk 
ns on the right, but were surprised 
by the 17th left, in great shape, but 
nevertheless they showed great nerve 
as the boys met them with volley 
Irom the krags while the artillery did 
greet execution with Schrapne! until 
the Seventh let the Gurus advance 



on a flank movement until they 
could be plainly seen when they 
opened on the Gugns a fire from their 
magazines and soon had thing* their 
own way. Tbe loan among the In- 
surgents must have been something 
terrible. Tbe Americana had two 
killed and seven wounded. We are 
having things our own way and have 
jnat finished preparing lot a three 
month's campaign, and are always

It has been officially stated that 
General Sir Redvtrs (fuller, V. C. .will 
have under his command during the 
present war in the Transvaal no fewer 
than 70,000 British troops. This, says 
Pearson's Weekly, is probably Ihe 
largest number of men ever placed at 
one time under the supreme control 
ol one leader, viewing the fighting 
strength ol the British army (Europe- 
ans) in the great warsol comparative 
ly modern timea. 

| At Waterloo the Duke of Wellington 
had just fewer than 24,000 British 
troops under hit command, while Lord 
Raglan, in the Crimea, never had 
more at one time than 26,000 British 
ers fighting under him. In tbe Indian 
mutiny Lord Clyde (then Sir Coiiu 
Campbell) had hut 40,000 troopa, with 
whose assistance and the help ol that 
portion ol the Indian army which re- 
mained faithiul to its allegiance, he 
' was enabled to quell tbe most serious 
outbreak of modern timea. 

Going a little further hack, to the 
time ol the great and prolonged Pen- 
insula war. Wellington thought he 
was a fortunate man if he could direct 
an 11 uiy corps of 30,000 British troopa, 
while the gieat Marlborough, at Blen- 
heim, ltd to victory, and against (ear 
lul odds, ao aimy of 16,000 strong. 

Lord Wolseley waa expected, in the 
Egyptian war 01 1833, to scatter tbe 
toices of the Mahdi, a very consider-, 
able force, consisting of over 30 000 
Arabs, and to assume the practical
